tain that at least tw. nty-five bushels was 
left on the ground. 
Prof. II. W. Wiley, 
thief chemist of the department ol agri­ 
culture, has made an analysis of black 
barley and corn to show the comparative 
value of each for feeding, and the result is 
as follows.

more nutritious than corn.

those northern latitudes a decided a« lvan­ 
tage over the corn l» elt its a stock-raising 
| country. It has tonne advantage* now, but 
this wouhl be decisive. 


CUTTING SORGHUM BEFORE rROST. 
In our northern cl mate sorghum 
needs to be left late to ripen the seed-« » 
both for these and to make the stalk 
richer. 
It is best when the seeds are 
J ust beginning to harden. 
Like corn, 
sorghum in the green leaf before its 
head forms has little sweetness. 


HENS MOULTXKO EARLY. 
Poultry should be fed liberally at this 
season, and vr.th plenty of bone-making 
food. 
Bec;mse they do not lay just 
now, is no sign that tiiey can be 
neglected 
with 
impunity. 
If 
their 
moulting is not completed before cold 
weather sets in they will probably not 
lay many eggs until Spring, and thus 
be kept during tlie season, when eggs 
bring the highest prices with all ex ­ 
pense and no return for it. 


DRYING S W E E T CORN. 
If sweet corn is ex posed to a tempera­ 
ture of 120 It will dry rapidly if the ears 
are not thrown in large masses. Reten­ 
tion of the husk is a great help to dry­ 
ing. especially if the ears can be bung 
up by it. 
In this position it quickly 
dries, though the sweet corn usually 
contains so much more water than the 
common sort that it will soon be de­ 
stroyed for seed if thrown in piles or 
left on tiie ground.

with fertilizers merely to make hulk. 
Besides, in nux st cases, the farmer pays 
v*ry dearly for the labor of mix ing 
good and bad together. 


S W E E T S E 'S IN SOUR A P P L E S . 
The term “ sour” , as applied to ap­ 
ples and other fruit, is a mi-nomer and 
often the cause of serious mistake*. 
It 
la supposed by many that a sour apple, 
for ex ample, is destitute of sweetne-- 
This is never the fact, 
tho ugh 
its 
saccharine qualt os may he so hi« l« !en 
by prevailing tartness a* to be unappre- ! 
oiabio to the taste. 
If wre divided ap­ 
ples into sweet and acid, there would 
be less liability to mistake. 
The nutri­ 
tive value of apples a* food for stock is 
generally determined by their sweet­ 
ness; but a close-grained, solid apple, 
like a Russet, may be better food tbau 
a thin, watery, but sweet tasted apple. 
Old cider makers prize the Russet as 
making a very rich ju» ce, which turns 
to ex cellent vinegar, and this is proof 
that it contains a cons derable amount 
of saccharine ingredients. 


IS RYE E X H A U S T IV E ? 
Many farmers bel eve that rye L 
much more ex haustive than wheat. 
It 
can be and usually is grown on poorer 
so 1 than the latter crop; and not only 
in manuring but in preparation of the 
land, it is apt therefore to be neglected. 
Rve has a greater bulk of straw than 
wheat; but this bulk is chiefly carbon 
and derive« ! from tbo air. 
The broad 
leaves of rye cover the surface belter 
than the wheat plant does, and thi* 
protection possibly serves some of the 
purposes of manuring.

REV. SEYMOUR D. KINGSLEY. 


The Metho dist Reco rder, published at 
Pittsburg, Pa., co ntains the fo llo wing 
o bituary o n tbo death o f Rev. 8. D. 
Kingsley, bro ther o f Mrs. C. B. Sleeper 
and 5Ira. H. W. Simo ns o f thiscity. The 
article was written by Rev. C. Caddy: 


“ Clam and serene, he aeeo is appro aching death, 
A» ?hesitfe po rt—ths peaceful, silent sho re, 
W here he may rent—life’s tedio us vo yage o ’er." 
Wo rds o f eulo gy, w hether iu co mmo n 
o r in classic phrase, whether uttered by 
tbe human vo ice, o r pictured upo n the 
wall, o r prinfed in a bo o k, are as evanes­ 
cent as the o ccasio n that gave them birth; 
but the facts, the grand facts, will live fo r > 
ever. 
The artist, with skill almo st divine, 
may with palletle and bru-h sketch Hie 
o utline o f a ro se, but the micro sco pic 
pencil mgs upo n its innermo st leaves 
eludes the eye und hand o f human art. 
The o utline o f a Christian’s life may seem 
but a rude picture o f humanity’s wo rk, 
no t calculated, particularly, to arrest at­ 
tentio n o r awaken tho ught; 
but the 
beautiful gro upings o f sympathy and 
lo ve, o f pleading and prayer, o f watch­ 
ing, and waiting, and ho ping, and tru st­ 
ing in Go d, all o f which lie within the 
rude circle o f a Christian’s life, are seen 
by the eye o f Go d, and imprinted upo n 
the mind o f Go d. 
Man may fo rget, but 
every act and tho ught o f the human 
spirit is ever present in the infinite mind. 
No man living can po rtray the inner 
life o f o ur departed Kingsley. 
The delib­ 
erate 
manner, 
the steady eye, 
the 
tho ughtful, inquiring lo o k, his intense 
devo tio n to duty, his private co mmun­ 
ing* with Go d, the tears that have fallen 
in the midnight watches, to gether fo rm 
a beautiful gro up o f spiritual impulses 
which no ne but Go d can kno w. 
It seems but yesterday, tho ugh an an­ 
nual ro und o f the seaso ns has nearly 
passed away, when, at a memo rial service 
in ho no r o t a distinguished minister, a 
bro ther, apparently stro ng, said in sub­ 
stance: “ My acquaintance with Bro . Bas 
sett was limited, but the impressio n upo n 
my mind o f his value can never be 
erased,” und in a few tender wo r I* laid 
his tribute o f affectio n upo n the altar o f 
lo ve.

COTTING SORGHUM BEFORE FROST. 
In our northern climate sorghum 
needs to be left late to ripen the seeds, 
both for these and to make the stalk 
richer. 
It is best whon the seeds are 
just beginning to harden. 
Like corn, 
sorghum in the green leaf before its 
head forms has little sweetness. 
HENS MOULTING EARLY. 
Poultry should be fed liberally at this 
season, and with plenty of bone-making 
food. 
Because they do not Jay just 
now, 
is no sign that they can be 
neglected 
wilh 
impunity. 
If 
their 
moulting is not completed before cold 
weather sets in they will probably not 
lay many eggs until Spring, and thus 
be kept during the season, when eggs 
bring the highest price, with all ex­ 
pense and no return for it.

CARE OF CABBAGES. 
In a moist, rich soil cabbages now 
are often in danger of bursting open 
by too rapid growth. 
The remedy is 
to pry up one s de of the cabbage so as 
to loosen half of its roots. 
Those re­ 
maining unbroken will be sufficient the 
remainder of the season. 
It is much 
better to have this evil than to have 
cabbages too backward to head.

now pretty late in the season to give 
manure to push cabbages forward.

Old cider makers prize the Russet as 
making a very rich juice, which turn# 
to excellent vinegar, and this is proof 
that it contains a considerable amount 
of saccharine ingredient.*. 
I* KYE EXHAUSTIVE? 
Many farmers bel eve that rye 
i-> 
much more exhaustive than wheat. 
It 
can be and usually is grown on poorer 
so I than the latter crop; and not only 
in manuring, but in preparation of the 
land, it is apt therefore to be neglected. 
Rye has a greater bulk of straw than 
wheat; but this bulk is chiefly carbon 
and derived from tho air. 
The broad 
leaves of rye cover the surface better 
than the wheat plant does, and this 
protection possibly serves some of the 
purposes of manuring. 
Where rye is 
grown in succession it takes a long 
time to run down good soil; but once 
change to wheat and a single crop will 
make another crop impossible without 
manure or a course of seeding with 
grass and clover. 
Although its leaf is 
bulky, the rye crop is gotten off one or 
two weeks earlier than wheat can be, 
thus relieving the grass and clover

broidered all over with quaint designs 
{Uncolored silk, white pantaloon# with 
embroidered buttons, coming a little 
below the knees and so full a# to re­ 
semble a skirt, and, lastly, shiny top- 
boots.

W hether the sons of the princes or the 
sons of the peasants, they are young 
men. 
M ost of them are between the 
ages of 21 and 25. 
The one distinc­ 
tion is, that the son of a prince serves 
but one year in the ranks. 
He is able 
to furnish his outfit com plete, is no 
expense to theG overnm ent, and has 
only to serve this com pulsory term. 
The sam e rule applies to any young 
man who is able to furnish himself. 
The peasant, or working man, is not 
able to bear this expense, and there­ 
fore serves three years, the Govern­ 
ment supplying everything. But neith­ 
er rank nor wealth can interpose if 
the young man, be he who he m ay, is 
physically capable of serving. 
Two 
sons of Prince Bismarck have served 
in the ranks. 
The two regiments of Cuirassiers 
were by all odds the m ost elegant so l­ 
diers on the field. 
The uniform is of 
white cloth, with silver cuirass, and 
I silver helmets, having on the top the 
silver eagle, with 
wings 
expended. 
They were m ounted on black, horses, 
making the effect the more splendid.

Four years ago the Kaiser last re­ 
viewed on horseback. 
He was 86 on 
the 22d of March, and the following 
September he rode his big bay horse 
Alexander at the review. 
Von Moltke 
was also m ounted th a t day, and the 
Crown Prince, who was then in robust 
health, was called 
the handsom est 
officer on the ground. 
Now, in the 
absence of the Crown Prince, his son, 
Prince W illiam, got a good deal of a t­ 
tention and adm iration. 
Prince Will­ 
iam is a slender young man of 27, 
blue-eyed, and with dark hair. 
He 
has not the typical German face of 
his father, and does not promise his 
good works. He resembles his m other 
more, but is said to be intensely Ger­ 
man in tastes and feelings. 
He rides 
exceedingly'Hvell, though having but 
little use of his left arm and depend­ 
ing alm ost entirely upon the right. 
Von M oltke sa t with his face to ­ 
ward the troops, n ot once leaving his 
carriage, which was drawn up very 
near the Emperor and just back of 
the Empress. 
He was absorbed in the 
field, and seemed oblivious to all else. 
The Emperor, too, gave his whole a t­ 
tention to the troops during 
the 
three hours of the parade. 
The troops passed twice in review, 
the second tim e on the double quick. 
The Uhlans went with a grand dash, 
and all the cavalry riding was magnifi­ 
cent. 
Many of the flags were battle 
flags, in shreds, and held together 
only by the 
outlines of the gold 
eagles. 
It was the Kaiser who gave 
the last touch to the review. -When 
it was over 
he stepped from his 
carriage 
to 
the 
ground, 
and 
stood 
for 
half 
an 
hour, 
thanking the officers, summ oned in­ 
dividually, one after another, to re­ 
ceive his praise. 
After the officers a 
number of men from the ranks were 
r 
jrsonally commended by the Kaiser. 
did not learn why they were so fa­ 
vored, but only saw them in a line 
before the Emperor receiving 
this 
mark of his approval. 
It was one of 
the great sm all things corning 
their lives but once, to be handed 
down to their children as a bright re­ 
membrance.

EEV. SEYMOUR D. KINGSLEY. 


The Methodist Recorder, published at 
Pittsburg, Pa., contains the following 
obituary on the death of Rev, S. D. 
Kingsley, brother of Mrs. O’. B. Sleeper 
and Mrs. IL W. Simons of tinselly. The 
article was written by Rev. C. Caddy: 
“Clam and serene, ho worn* approaching death, 
Ambe safe port—the peaceful, anent shore, 
Where he may rent—life’s tedious voyage o’er.” 
Words of eulogy, whether in common 
or in classic phrase, whether uttered by 
the human voice, or pictured upon the 
wall, or printed in a book, arc as evanes­ 
cent astite occasion that gave them birth; 
but the facts, the grand facts, will live for 
ever. 
The artist, with skill almost divine, 
may with pallette and brush sketch the 
outline of a rose, but the microscopic 
pencil mgs upon its innermost leaves 
eludes the eye and hand of human art. 
The outline of a Christian’s life may seem 
but a rude picture of humanity’s work, 
not calculated, particularly, lo arrest at­ 
tention or awaken thought; 
but the 
beautiful groupings of sympathy and 
love, of pleading and prayer, of watch­ 
ing, and waiting, and hoping, and trust­ 
ing in God, all of which lie within the 
rude circle of a Christian’s life, are seen 
by the eye of God, and imprinted upon 
tile mind of God. 
Man may forget, but 
every act and thought of the human 
spirit is ever present in the infinite mind. 
No man Jiving can portray the inner 
life of our departed Kingsley. 
The delib­ 
erate 
manner, 
the steady eye, 
the 
thoughtful, inquiring look, his intense 
devotion to duty, his private commun- 
ings with God, the tears that have fallen 
in the midnight watches, together form 
a beautiful group of spiritual impulses 
which none but God can know. 
ll seems but yesterday, though an an­ 
nual round of the seasons has nearly 
passed away, when, at a memorial service 
iii honor ot a distinguished minister, a 
brother, apparently strong, said in sub­ 
stance: "Aly acquaintance with Bro. Bas 
sett was limited, but the impression upon 
my mind of his value can never be 
erased,” and in a few vender words laid 
his tribute of affection upon the altar of 
love. 
How little did we think then, and 
how little did he think, that the next 
autumnal 
conference 
would 
witness 
memorial services on the occasion of his 
own death; bul so it is. And now us we 
look at the outline of his visible life in 
his own native Whitehall, in the State of 
New York, a life beginning more than 
sixty years ago, from Hie time that the 
baptismal blessing rested on his beati, 
and on through the years of his young 
manhood, his conversion to God, Irs wise 
selection of a youthful companion, Ins 
call to the ministry and las ordination, 
his active ministry for twcuty-four years 
at his eastern home, las arduous toils as 
a circuit itinerant, with saddle-bag- aud 
Bible, and las responsibilities as a pre­ 
siding officer; I repeat, as we view his 
varied w <rk, we think it not loo much 
to atty that lie was faithful aud success­ 
ful in winning souls to Christ, 
lie was 
clam and deliberate, never unduly excited 
or in a hurry, aod yet scrupulously 
prompt in the discharge ot every duty. 
Ile ultimately made a transit to the 
West and found a home with his confer­ 
ence. 
And now from circuit to circuit, 
and from circuit to station, like mile­ 
stones along the highway of hts pilgrim­ 
age, he pashes onward to the last station, 
where the harbor is almost in view. 
Did he make elaborate arrangements 
for the semi-centennial celebration at 
Richwood, Ohio! The programme was 
carried out to the satisfaction of all. Did 
he superiotend the interests of our con­ 
ference camp-meeting for two years? He 
did so, with that promptitude and effi­ 
ciency w hich Ic*t but little margin for 
complaint. 
Was he faithful in his min­ 
istry and pastoral work, aud in ail the 
collateral duties pertaining to his high 
vocation? 
We think that the general 
verdict would >e in the affirmative. 
And now 
a silvery 
Sabbath morn 
dawns upon the beautiful chapel in R:ch- 
wood, Ohio, and upon the parsonage 
home. 
It I * the last March day—Sabbath 
—a day memorable forever; memorable 
on account of the tender entreaties of 
the ambas*ador of Christ; memorable on 
account of the beautiful sunlight of love 
immediately preceding tho gathering of 
the coming storm. 
The opening prayer 
is singularly impressive, and some are 
weeping during its delivery. 
At its close 
the preacher reads the following text: 
“ He 
that 
walketh 
righteously, and 
speakcth uprightly; 
he that despised 
the gain of oppression . . . lie shall 
dwell on high; his place of defense shall 
be the munition of rocks; bread shall be 
given him, hts water shall be sure.” 
The hours of the waning day come and 
go and the evening shadows have come, 
and he rises for the last time to speak to 
his beloved church and congregation. 
Listen to his words: 
“ By faith, Moses, 
when lie was come to years, refused to be 
called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter, 
. . 
. esteeming the reproach of Christ 
greater riches than the treasures in Egypt; 
for he had respect unto the recompense 
of reward.” In this sermon he ppoke ot 
the delightful visions some are permitted 
to see as they approach the boundary line 
between the visible and the invisible, and 
of the grand disclosures that aro so soon 
to dawn upon the freed spirit, and then, 
with burning fervor, the inquiry fell 
from his lips, “ Will Hie closing scene be 
delightful to u*?” Prophetically strange, 
at the close of the sermon, one of his 
hearers --aid, “ I never expect to hear 
him preach again.” 
On the morning of the coining d tj the 
I are well is spoken, with affection, happi­ 
ness and hope, with the expectation of a 
return in the evening. 
But, see! 
In a 
distant city, away from his home, he lies 
upon a bed of suffering, and “ around the 
dim and dewy scene 
stalks stalwart 
death, vaunting his prophet skill.” Many 
angels pleaded for his life; some that his 
compact frame was strong and able yet 
to bear still mightier years. 
But, no; 
seraphs are coming; angels are coming; 
Jesus is coming—he has come! aud in 
tones of sweetest affection whispers in 
the ear of the dying minister, “ Come up 
higher; I have a ministry for you on the 
other side of the river,” and away he 
went, not alone, but accompanied by a 
shining retinue to his home berend.
